SCHOOL REPORT. © 


To the inhabitants of School district of 
Benton. The board of Education of the 
district of Benton, present their annual re- 
port of the conditions of the public Schools 
in said district; for the year ending February 


29th 1892 


Every School has been visited at least twice each 
turm and they have tried to impress upon the minds of 
the Teacher and Scholars; the importance of thorough 
and practical knowledge of all branches of edueation 
that is taught in common Schools. To much theory 


has been taught in most of the Schools in town, while 


the more important practical part of a good edueaiton_— 


has been neglected, we find in almost every School 
~ scholars will answer the rules in Arithmetic,promptly ; 


but when called to the Blackboard to do”a simple ex- 
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ample they fail to understand it. We have to many 
theoretical teachers and to few practical. <A teacher in 
order to be successful should be well educated, not 
only in books, but in all other matter which is necessary 
to train up the rising generationin morality, good man- 
ners and sobriety. We would most earnestly call upon 
the parents the necessity of the duty which they owe to 
their children, not only to clothe and feed their child- 
ren, but to visit the School often; and by so doing it 
will give the children new energy and will be a great 
help to the teacher. If theywill do this they will have 
less fault to find and the school, teacher and all con- 
cerned will be greatly benefited. We are perfectly 
- satisfied that to many incowpetant teachers are hired 
because they can be procured at smali sums; but a 
good short School is better than a long School with a 
poor, incompitant teacher. We believe great pains 
should be taken in procuring teachers, as great respon- 
cibility rests upon ateacher. Parents intrust the well- 
fair of their children in their hands, and expect that 
the teacher will be a patern for them to follow; that 
their example will be worthy of imitation. Forty years 
ago a person proposing to teach School had to bring a 
recomend from the,Selectmen of his town that he or she 
were a person of good moral character before they 
could get a certificate from the Superintendent School 
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Committee. But some people today hold that morality 
is not a virtue worthy of notice: But we believe that 
morality. sobriety and gentility are virtues that every 
teacher should posess: also a practical knowledge of 
all business matters which comes under the head of a 


a good business education 
DISTRICT No. 1. 


Summer ‘Term.—This School was taught by Miss 
Grace Hutchins, of Bath. This was her first School, 
but she proved to be an excelent teacher and gave per- 
fect satisfaction to all concerned. The only thing to 
be regreted, was the fact of the parents not being 
prompt in sending their children to School. 


Fall Term—Was taught by Elsie E. Swain, of Ha- 
verhill. This was her third term ; and suecess crowned 
her effort. She had the faculty of winning the affect- 


ions of scholars and parents, and the School was a

Fall Term.—Commenced fair; taught by Miss Jen- 
nie F. Veasey, but owing to the moving away of most 
of the scholars, the term closed; only four weeks.

Summer Turm.—Taught by Miss Martha Hutchins, 
of Bath. She is an expert teacher. Teaching has 
been her business for years, having a faculty to manage 
a school successfully, winning the love and affections 
of her scholars. This term was a great success and 
one that will long be remembered by parents as well 


as scholars. She is entitled to mmuch of praise. 


Fall and Winter Terms.—Taught by Miss Emely 
Newell, of Woodsville. This was her first experience 
in School Teaching and she commenced with fair suc- 
cess, being young and inexperienced, and taking the 
place of an expert teacher of years experience, it was 
not sutpising that her School should prove to be 
not so successful as was fondly hoped. The Winter 
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term was almost a failure; but under all the cireum- 
stunees with what she had to contend with; we must 
give her the credit of doing the best she could. A little 
more experience in School Te eaching she would be bet- 


ter qualified in the future.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The schools in this town district, three in namber, or 
seven terms, have been full as satisfactory as the cir- 
cumstances would admit. Two terms in old District 
No. 1, both taught by Miss Winnie B. Glines. Miss 
Glines is a good worker and made a success in the sum- 
mer term of eleven weeks by interesting the scholars in 
their studies. The parents seemed more than satisfied 
wih the improvement made by the scholars. The fall 
term bid fair to be equally as good, but on account of 
bad weather and sickness in the district, we closed the 
school at the end of nine weeks—16 scholars. 


The scholars in old Dist. No. 2 attended school in No. 
land the expense of carrying the scholars was much 
less than we could have furnished school in their own 
district. 

_In Dist. No. 3 one scholar a part of the year attended 
school in No. 6, Haverhill. 


‘Dist. No. 4 had but two small scholars. We arranged 
with the parents to teach them at home, and we believe 
they done all was expected of them and that the ar- 
rangement was the best and only way to manage this 
case. ; 


In Dist. No. 5—three terms—all taught by Miss Elsie 
EK. Swain. Miss Swain has taught several terms of

school in this town prior to these and all with good suc- 
cess. She is known as one of the best teachers we haye, 
and we think we were fortunate in securing her services. 
The spring and fall terms were all satisfactory. During 
the winter term she has found it hard to keep up the 
same interest that had been manifested in the two first 
terms, through no fault of her own, however, and we 
still call her one of the best of teachers. Some of the 
parents foolishly, we think, allowed their children to 
leave the school, while most of the parents were well 
pleased with the school. We find we cannot please all 
at the same time. We regret that such a feeling has 
crept into this school and hope this will be the last in 
which such a feeling will,be manifested. 


Dist. No. 6. The spring term of twelve weeks was 
taught by Miss Mamie E. Marston who devoted her 
whole time to her scholars, won their respect and fully 
interested them in the work she found for them to do. 
This was Miss Marston’s first term. However we found 
she possessed all the qualities of more, experienced 
teachers and the school was a success and gave the best 
of satisfaetion to both parents and committee. No. of 
scholars, 19. The fall term of ten, weeks was taught by 
MissgBertha A. Huntoon. Although this was her first 
experience in the school room, we think she will. make 
one of the best teachers. She has a way of gaining the 
scholars’ good will and keeping them interested in their 
studies. ‘The school gave good satisfaction to,all con- 
cerned. No. of scholors, 16.
